Now came to bat one Duffy Lewis, 
left fielder extraordinary and of some 
known ability as a breaker-up of ball 
games. The situation was ideal for 
“Duffy.” He was in his own home 
iown. ‘ 

The chorus of 42,300 of his home folks} 
was calling upon him with a clamor 
that earried far from the wide green 
reaches of Brav~s field, to carve for 
hiiiself a niche on the baseball hall 
of fame. 

“Duffy” already had made two hits 
in three trips to the plate, two sting- 
ing blows beyond the Phillies’ line of 
inner defense, but this decidedly 
healthy batting average of .667 did not 
deter him in the least.

FINANCE SHEET A) 
MADE BY COUNCIL 


He Will Disapprove of Ex- 
penditure of More Money 
Than Is Warranted by the 
City’s Income This Year. 


HE TELLS COMPTROLLER 


TO PAY ALL CITY DEBTS | 


If Reserve Fund Is Short, 
Council May Be Placed in 
the Attitude of Violating 
the City Charter. 


Mayor Woodward has vetoed the Oc- 
tober apportionment sheet. 

This action was taken Monday, but he 
has not yet writen his communication 
to council stating why he has sent the 
paper back to that body without his 
approval, 

It is known, however, that the mayor 
is following out a policy he has always 
adhered to when in the executive of- 
fice, and that is to prevent, as far as 
possible, the expenditure of more money 
than the income amounts to, and to 
stop a retiring council from saddling a 
debt on the incoming council. 

The October sheet will be disap- 
proved by the mayor, it is said, be- 
cause it carries a deficit of about 
$135,000, as estimated by the comp- 
troller’s office, and about $60,000 as es- 
timated by some members of the coun- 
cil finance committee. The sheet also 
does not provide for the payment of 
bills which will accrue between now 
and the first of next year, and the 
mayor objects to the catrying over of 
unpaid bills. 

Will the Veto Be Overriddent 

Whether or not council will override 
the mayor’s veto remains to be seen. 
When the sheet was adopted at the 
last meeting of council it received a 
unanimous vote, but it was viva voce, 
and at that time no objection was made 
to it. When the mayor’s veto is read 
and the reasons known for his action, 
there will probably be members of 
council who will vote to sustain him. 


The overriding of the veto will ew, 


on how many that will be. 

An interesting issue has arisen in 
cognection with the mayor’s veto. The 
mayor, it is understood, has held a con- 
ference with the chiéf clerk of the 
comptroller’s office, and the clerk has 
been instructed to pay all outstanding 
bills between now and the close of the 
year. If this is done the deficit will 
come out of the charter reserve fund 
of $175,000. 

This would place the members of 
council in the attitude of violating the 
city charter, which the mayor has in- 
Sisted they have done when expending 
more money than the revenue war- 
ranted. That is, if the comptroller fol- 
low@ the mayor’s instructions and pays 
all outstanding bills, the charter fund 
will be almost entirely wiped out. Un- 
der the city charter the city must carry 
over each year at least $175,000 cash. 

Some Things That Might Happen. 


What might happen if the members 
of council violated the city charter in 
this respect may be the cause of much 
speculation. Some say that they might 
be prosecuted for malfeasance in office; 
others take the position that they could 
be sued individually for the shortage: 
still another opinion is that they might 
be subject to impeachment, and a fourth 
opinion is that they might be “re- 
called.” 

The comptroller’s office reports that 
the assistant city attorney, William D. 
Ellis, Jr., has given it as his legal 
opinion that the city must reserve its 
charter fund, and that outstanding 
debts cannot be paid at the sacrifice of 
the charter reserve.

The one thing certain just now is 
that the mayor will not approve the 
October apportionment sheet, d may 
insist upon the debts of the ci being 
paid. 

W hat the outcome is to be depends, to 
a great extent, upon what action coun- 
cil will take. It meets next Monday 
afternoon and, not for a long time, has 
it been called upon to deal with a mat- 
ter of more vital importance to the city

RUMANIA SHOWS ALARM 
OVER BULGAR ATTITUDE 


So Far Bulgaria Has Made 
No Actual Military Move. 
Invasion Has United Ser- 
bia, and the Austro-Ger- 
mans Are Facing a People 


in Arms.

London. October 11.—While the Aus- 
tro-German armies continue to advance 
into Serbia, nothing has been mads 
public to indicate an actual military 
move by Bulgaria against Serbia, ex- 
cept a report that an assault is expect~< 
ed momentarily on the railroad con- 
necting Nish and Saloniki. 

Rumania is showing increasing alarm 
over the threatening military move- 
ment by Bulgaria and central powers 
in close proximity to her frontiers, but 
neither Athens nor Bucharest appears 
ready to depart from a policy of be- 
nevolent neutrality toward the triple 
entente. 

The Austro-Germans are meeting 
with stubborn vesistance at the Serb<« 
ian advance defenses, but have not yet 
encountered with the main Serbian 
forces. 

The Serbians’ plan of campaign de- 
pends considerably upon the assistance 
they will receive from allied troops, 
but it is not believed that they will at- 
tempt to make a decided stand north 
of the mountain range near Kraguye- 
vatz, a line offeringe~-superb facilities 
for defense. 


SERBIA UNITED 
BY INVASION. 


Telegrams from the Balkans reflect 
a tone of cheerful confidence in the 
ability of the allies ultimately to check 
the Austro-German invasion and suc- 
cessfully meet any future attack from 
the side of Bulgaria. The national 
danger, say these telegrams, has united 
Serbia as never before and throughout 
the country men physically unfit for 
the regular army and women and old 
men are arming for the defense of 
their country. 

The population of Macedonian Serbia 
has gathered into bands with the ob- 
ject of repulsing a possible Bulgarian 
attack. In addition to 300,000 soldiers, 
a million Serbians of both sexes and alli 
ages are said to be ready to dispute all 
attempts at Austro-German-Bulgarian 
conquest. 

Paris gets reports that three-quar- 
ters of Belgrade, which is now in Teu- 
tonic hands, was destroyed by the sheil 
fire of the Austrians and Germans, 
whose drive into Serbia is now in full 
swing. } 

It is hinted in an Athens dispatch 
that a much larger allied force than 
had been reported constitutes the ex- 
pedition being landed at Saloniki for 
service in Serbia. 

Reports from Bucharest are that 
Bulgarian troops are digging trenches 
near the Rumanian frontier and that 
artillery also has been brought up.

in the streets before the capture of the 
city was completed. Describing these 
operations, Az Est says: 

“Our gain of ground and the breatdh

ALLIED TROOPS 


‘HURRY TO SERBIA. 

Paris, October 11.—One hundred and 
fifty thousand Austro-German troops 
have crossed the Save and Danube riv- 
ers into Serbia, according to reports 
in diplomatic circles at Athens, says 
the correspondent of the Havas agency. 
These troops were stopped by Serbian 
artillery before they could penetrate 
beyond the border, it is asserted, and 
Belgrade is the only point at which 
ey have gained a foothold at Serbian 
soil. 

Germans in Athens are credited with 
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having circulated a report that the 
entente allies had been unable to send 
a sufficient force to help Serbia and 
had renounced the expedition, but the 
forwarding of Anglo-French troops 
— Saloniki continues uninterrupt- 
edly. 

The Havas correspondent says crypti- 
cally “the importance of the expedi- 
tionary corps surpasses the numbers 
given hitherto.” 

BELGRADE WRECKED 
BY TEUTON SHELLS. 
Paris, October 11.—Three-quarters 
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of the city of Belgrade has been de- 
stroyed by six thousand Austro-German 
shells, and the fighting continues, ac- 
cording to an Athens dispatch to The 
Matin. Telephone communication be- 
tween Belgrade and Nish has been cut. 
BULGARIAN TROOPS 

MENACE RUMANIA. 

Paris, October 11.—A Havas dispatch 
from Bucharest, filed October 5 but 
delayed by the censor, says: 

“Reports from Dobrudja tell of the 
concentration of Bulgarian troops in 
cantonments about 3 miles from the Ru- 
manian frontier. These troops are en- 
gaged in constructing trenches, and 
at one place the presence of artillery 
is reported. 

“The newspaper Roumanie declares 
Rumania should intervene in the new 
theater of war, and that she cannot 
keep her sword sheathed without risk 
of compromising her interests and 
honor.” 


BIG ALLIED FORCE 
NEEDED IN SERBIA. 

London, October 11.—Nothing can be 
gained, according to The Times mili- 
tary correspondent, by trying to min- 
imize the fact that the Austro-Germans 
have achieved a signal initial success 
in the Balkan campaign. He asserts 
that unless from 300,000 to 400,000 
allied troops are sent to the aid of Ser- 
bia and are sent in time the chances 
of a successful Serbian resistance are 
not great. 

“The dispatch of a small allied force 
from Saloniki to Serbia,” The Times 
expert says, “is not a military opera- 
tion, and can be justified on military 
grounds only if it constitutes the ad- 
vance guard of a large army or if the 
Greeks or Rumaniang are to take the 
field. It is by no means certain that 
we should be wise, even if we could find 
the necessary men, to submit to Ger- 
man dictation of the initiative and 
open a great campaign in the Balkans 
because Germany beckons us thither. 
Germany’s withdrawal of a quarter of 
& million men for an attack on Serbia 
has made the German campaign in 
Russia languish, and it is for us to 
take advantage of this fact to push 
our Offensive in the west and for Rus- 
Sia to strive by every means in her 
power to build up her new armies and 
complete her equipment.” 

ALLIES MAY QUIT 
AT DARDANELLES. 


London, October 11.—Possible trans- 
fer of allied forces from the Gallipoli 
peninsula to meet the Teutonic ad- 
vance in Serbia is hinted by Tne Globe 
which says the government is divided 
on the subject. 

The Globe considers it vital that the 
German plan to link up the central 
powers with Turkey-be frustrated, and 
that to this end all other considera- 
pot ot momentarily must be subordi- 
nated. 


SERBIAN TROOPS 
LEAVE ALBANIA. 


Sofia, October 11.—(Via London.)— 
Serbian troops have withdrawn from 
the Albanian towns of Shiak and Krya 
and are being rushed northward. 

Seven divisions of the Serbian army 
which had been concentrated along the 
Bulgarian frontier also have been hur- 
ried north to meet the Austro-Germap 
offensive. 

RUMANIA CERTAIN 
TO JOIN THE ALLIES. 

Milan, October 11.—(Via Paris.)—‘“It 
is impossible for Rumania to stay out 
of the.war,” said Take Jonescu, former 
Rumanian minister of the interior, as 
quoted by the Bucharest correspondent 
of the Corriere De La Serra. 

M. Jonescu’ affirmed his absolute 
“certainty” of the defeat of Germany 
and her allies, and continued: “I be- 
lieve moral forces are invincible. Ger- 
many represents reaction, and, there- 
tore, must be crushed. I pity the Bul- 
garian people, who are rushing into an 
abyss. 

“I shall use all my strength to in- 
duce Rumania to throw her sword into 
the balance. I can state that this is 
the nation’s greatest desire.’ ’ 


BULGAR OFFICERS 
REFUSE TO FIGHT. 


Geneva, Switzerland, October 11.— 
(Via Paris.)—About twenty Bulgarian 
army officers in Switzerland have re- 
fused to join the colors. They say they 
are unwilling to fight against Russia 
and Serbia. 


SUICIDE FOR BULGARIA 
TO SUPPORT ALLIES. 


Berlin, October 11.—(Wireless to 
Tuckerton.)—"The semi-official Bul- 
farian newspaper, Echo de Bulgarie, 
asserts it would have been suicidal for 
Bulgaria to side with the entente 
powers,” says the Overseas News 
agency. “The German wall in Cham- 
pagne and Flanders is unshakable and 
the thunder of guns along the Danube 
already has been heard. The rupture 
with the entente has brought relief at 
the action which the Bulgarian move- 
ment is taking.” 


BULGAR MINISTER 
STAYS IN LONDON.

WIMBLEDON CUP 
MATCH IS WON BY 
SERGEANT JACKSON 


State Camp, Jacksonville, Fla. Oc- 
tober 11.—With conditions for target 
work noticeably better than on any 
preceding day of the tournament, fir- 
ing was resumed this morning in the 
most elaborate military shooting tour- 
nament in the history of the United 
States. An idea of the magnitude of 
the meet is given by the number of 
entries, 602 individual competing in the 
marine corps match, and 423 in the 
Wimbledon cup match, which latter 
was for the long range championship 
of the United States, the only event 
concluded. The first stage, 600 yards, 
of the marine corps aiso was fin- 
ished. The final stage, 1,000 yards, 
will be shot tomorrow. 

The famous Wimbledon match, open 
to everybody, called for twenty shots 
by each competitor at 1,000 yards. The 
use of any rifle was permissible, as 
was the use of telescope sights. After 
a very close contest, the first regiment, 
National Guard of Iowa, clinched the 
honors by carrying off two of the 
three principal prizes. Sergeant J. E. 
Jackson, First lowa, who was a mem- 
ber of the United States rifle team at 
the Olympic games in _ Stockholm, 
Sweden, in 1912, finished in the lead 
with a score of 98 out of a possible 
100. In addition to the title of long 
range champion of the United States, 
he receives the historic Wimbledon 
cup, a gold medal and in cash. 
Second prize, a silver medal and $265, 
was captured by Sergeant J. Lienhard, 
United States marine corps, score also 
98, and third prize, a bronze medal and 
$20, by Sergeant W. H. Durchdenwald, 
First Iowa, score 98. Although 
three scores were 98, Jackson took the 
lead because he remained longest in 
the bull’s-eye, and Lienhard took rank 
over Durchdenwald by remaining next 
longest in the bull, or center. Cash 
prizes of amounts ranging from $18 to 
$3 were awarded to the 102 next high- 
est competitors. 

When the last shot was fired in the 
600 yards stage of the marine corps 
match, late today, Sergeant R. W. Haz- 
enbaker, First infantry, Ohio, was in 
first place with a score of 100 out of 
a possible 100, the only one of the 502 
shooting to attain that distinction, 
First Lieutenant 8S. W. ise, First 
eavalry, Massachusetts, 
fourth in the Wimbledon match, was 
second in the opening stage of marine 
corps match with a total of 99, and 
Captain J. E. Noble, First infantry 
Arizona, third, score 99.

Attitude of American Banks. 


To what extent American banks 
would be prepared to advance credit 
to London bankers, if at all, was a 
matter of surmise. Many millions, it 
was thought, would be needed to re- 
store the rate on sterling to nearly 
normal. The arrangement would in- 
volve private financing on a scale sec- 
ondary only to the flotation of the loan 
and probably would bea purely private 
arrangement between groups of large 
banks. 

Foreign exchange experts of several 
financial institutions present at today’s 
meeting were reported to be unani- 
mously of the opinion that there would 
be only one remedy left when the pro- 
ceeds of the $500,000,000 loan would 
have been spent—the virtual elimina- 
tion of the pound sterlings as the stand- 
ard of world finance and the substitu- 
tion of the dollar, at least for the re- 
mainder of the war's duration.

To Explain to British Bankers.

America has a 
heart, and that heart throbs with all 
sorts of intense sympathies, but Ameri- 
ca has schooled its heart to love the 
things that America believes in and it 
ought to devote itself only to the 
things that America believes in and, be- 
lieving that America stands apart in 
its ideals, it ought not to allow itself 
to be drawn, so far as its heart is con- 
cerned, into anybody’s quarrel. Not be- 
cause it does not understand the quar- 
rel, not because it does not in its head 
a’sess the merits of the cotnroversy, 
but because America has promised the 
world to stand apart and maintain-cer- 
tain principles of action which are 
grounded in law and in justice. We 
are not trying to keer out of 
trouble: we are trying to preserve 
the foundations upon which peace can 
be rebuilt. Peace can be rebuilt only 
upon the ancient and accepted princi- 
ples of international law, only upon 
those things which remind nations of 
their duties to each other and, deeper 
than that, of their duties to mankind 
and to humanity. 

“America has a great cause which Is 
not confined to the American continent. 
It is the cause of humanity itself. I 
do not mean, in anything that I say, 
even to imply judgment upon any 
nation or upon any policy, for my object 
here this afternoon is not to sit in 
judgment upon anybody but ourselves.

AMERICAN PROTEST 


70 GREAT BRITAIN 


Wilson Gives Final Consid- 
eration to Note Regarding 
Interference With Trade. 
Cotton Discussed at Length 


Washington, October 11.—President 
Wilson gave final consideration to- 


night to the note to be sent to Great 
Britain in a few days voicing the dis- 
approval of the United States of Brit- 
ish interference with American trade. 

The communication, long delayed be- 
cause the president did not wish to 
mix the controversy with the case 
against Germany, virtually is complete. 
No obstacle to its dispatch is evident 
now since the submarine dispute with 
Berlin is considered settled. 

Officials guarded with secrecy the 
contents of the note, but it is known 
to be firmly vigorous in its dissent 
from the British viewpoint. The treat- 
ment by Great Britain of cotton, which 
has been declared contraband, and the 
actual operations of the order in coun- 
cil are discussed at length. In official 
quarters it is stated that the note is 
not an academic argument on the prin- 
ciples of the subject, but a protest the 
American government intends to press 
constantly that modifications of al- 
leged illegal practices may be _  ob- 
tained. 

For the present the -administration 
will defer any special representation 
on the complaint of the Chicago pack- 
ers against British confiscation and 
detentions. 


Representatives of the packing in- 
terests called at the state department 
today seeking information. The de- 
partment so tar has received no reply 
from Great Britain regarding the de- 
partment’s inquiry regarding the facts 
as to the complaint that Scandinavian- 
American vessels carrving mixed car- 
goes of packing house products are dis- 
criminated against by the British au- 
Lhorities. Une of these shins, it was de- 
clared, recently had actually unloaded 
its cargo at Copenhagen when the Brit- 
ish authorities caused it to reload and 
proceed to the detention port of Kirk- 
wall under penalty of confiscation. 


WOMEN OF NORWAY 
VOTING FOR FIRST TIME 


Christiania, October 11.—Via Lon- 
don.)j—Women are voting today, for 
the first time, in Norwegian general 
elections. There are 170,000 new elec- 
tors on the rolls. 

Press forecasts predict the women’s 
vote will bring large gains to the so- 
cialist representation in parliament, 
making that the strongest single par- 
ty, although the government expects 
to maintain itself by a combination of 
three political groups. 

The socialists’ platform is devoted 
largely to an anti-military propaganda. 
The government program includes a 
grain monopoly, old age pensions and 
restrictions of almost prohibitive 
character on the sale alcoholic 
liquor.

WOMAN FIGHTING 
LOAN 10 ALLIES 


Mrs. Walsh, of Chicago, 
Wants the Mutual Life 
Enjoined From Buying the 
Anglo-French Bonds. 


| Chicago, October 11.—Alleging that 
‘the Mutual Life Insurance Company of 
New York contemplates § investing 
$10,000,000 of its trust funds in the 
Anglo-French loan of $500,000,000, Olga 
H. S. Walsh, Chicago, holder of a $2,000 
insurance policy in the Mutual, filed 
suit for an injunction in the federal 


court here today. 
The complaint sets forth that the 


thousands of policyholders in the Mu- 
tual are of various nationalities, and 


that the investment of the trust funds 
‘jn the loan would produce antagonisms 
among the policyholders, might lead to 
‘disrupting the company and thereby 
depreciate the value of Mrs. Walsh's 
|interest in the company. 

Good Will of Policyholders. 

The court is informed that “the 
‘solvency of the company and the con- 
‘servation of the reserve fund depends 
upon the good will of the policyholders 
'and no part of the assets of the com- 
pany should be loaned or invested in 
the securities of any of the warring 
nations or used for the purpose of 
abetting existing wars.” 

The bill asks that the officers of the 
company be restrained from directly 
or indirectly investing its trust funds 
‘in the loan or from investing its trust 
funds or suffering any of its assets 
totbe used to aid in the manufacture 
of munitions of war, or any appliances 
to be used by the English or French 
for belligerent purposes. It further asks 
that J. P. Morgan and J. P. Morgan & 
Co. be restrained from soliciting or 
conniving with the officers and direc- 
tors of the Mutual for procuring any 
of its funds to be invested in the loan, 
A similar rule of court is petitioned 
|against the members of the Anglo- 
| French loan commission. 

The court is informed that the in- 
vestment is contrary to New York and 
‘JTllinois statutes, although it! 1s de- 
clared the defendant already has in- 
vested large sums in British consols, 
Cape of Good Hope stock and various 
Australian governmental securities,

STATE FAIR ARRANGES 


FOUR DAYS OF RACING 


Good Purses Offered and Many 
Fast Horses Expected to 
Be Entered. 


Macon, Ga., October 11.—(Special.)— 
Contrary to original plans, the Geor- 
gia state fair has arranged for a four- 
day horse-racing program for the fair, 
which is to be held in Macon, October 
26, and continuing for ten days. Until 
today the association had not planned 
to put on the harness races, but be- 
cause of the large number of inquiries 
which have been coming in during the 
last few days from owners who desire 
to enter their horses, it was decided 
to arrange a program. There will be 
two events each day and attractive 
purses will be offered. The races will 
be held on Monday, Tuesday, Wednes- 
day and Thursday, of the second week. 

This year the grandstand has been 
moved to the south side of the track; 
making it much more convenient for 
those who wish to watch the races. 
Formerly the stand was on the north 
side of the track and apart from all 
the other activities of the fair. For 
that reason it was a hard matter to 
get the crowd to the races. 

There are a number of fine horses in 
winter quarters here now and a num- 
ber of others are expected from Mem- 
phis and Birmingham, where they have 
been racing. Entry blanks have al- 
ready been sent out. 

Preparations are also being made 
the sale of live stock that is to 
held during the fair. The sale 
Hereford cattle will be conducted 
L. W. Hill, of Virginia, who is bring - 
ing a large herd of high-class animals 
to the fair this year. His herd alone 
numbers forty-two head, including 
twenty-four young bulls, five of which 
are grandsons of Great Perfection 
Fiarfax.

We have the soil, the climate and all 
the other advantages to make as good 
grain, meat and dairy products as any other 
state in the union; and yet not one dollar 
of the credit comes to Georgia for any one 
of these. 

While the estimates give Georgia, from 
cotton alone, her full share of the fund, and 
more, based on population, it is interesting 
to speculate how much more we might have 
had if we had paid more attention to live 
stock, grain and food crops. 

We are gradually learning the impor- 
tance of giving more attention to these im- 
portant food crops. The facts in connec- 
tion with the distribution of the big credit 
joan furnish additional evidence of the ne- 
cessity for it. 

Georgia has achieved a world reputation 
as the second cotton state. How much more 
valuable that reputation would be to us if 
we could likewise stand at the forefront in 
the ranks of the states famous for their live 
stock, grain and forage.

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RECOGNITION OF CARRANZA. 

Announcement of the expected recogni- 
tion of General Carranza as the Mexican 
leader fiest qualified from the standpoint of 
ability and support by the leading factions 
of the Mexican people to set up a stable 
and permanent government in that country 
brings no surprise. Americans were pre- 
pared for it by the intimation from Wash- 
ington some weeks ago that this would be 
the outcome of the conference between this 
government and representatives of the Latin- 
American republics. 

This recognition has now been formally 
extended and the action of the American 
government is backed by the Argentine Re- 
public, Brazil, Chili and other prominent 
states of South and Central America. Un- 
questionably other Latin-American republics 
will likewise signify their assent, until Gen- 
eral Carranza shall have back of him in 
forming a permanent, peaceful government 
in revolution-ridden Mexico the moral sup- 
port of practically every nation worth while 
on the two American continents. 

jeneral Carranza unquestionably com- 
pelled recognition for himself and party by 
the able diplomatic manner in which he 
handled the affair, and the splendid showing 
which he made with regard to his capacity 
for handling Mexican conditions. With 
sheer diplomatic force, backed by what was 
unquestionably the strongest personal and 
military following in the republic, he clearly 
won the right to a thorough test of his ca- 
pacity. He is at the present moment, per- 
haps, the leading Mexican, and his is now 
the opportunity to remain so by making a 
peaceful, orderly and prosperous country out 
of one driven to the brink of starvation by 
six years of revolution and brigandage. 

General Carranza and the government 
which he proposes to set up, with the moral 
support of the United States and the Latin- 
American republics, promises full protection 
to the lives and property of foreigners. He 
assumes full responsibility for claims grow- 
ing out of the revolution, and promises that 
they shall be equitably adjusted by means of 
international commissions. Absolute free- 
dom is assured for religious belief, and a 
decree of amnesty is promised for all polit- 
ical offenders, with the exception of those 
concerned in the plot to kill Madero and 
others, and those who are charged with civil 
crimes. 

These assurances are abundant and 
ample, provided they are backed by a strong 
government capable of enforcing the laws 
and making good their promises of protec- 
tion to life and property, both of Mexican 
citizens and foreigners resident in the 
country. 

The truth of the matter is this was the 
best possible course the conferee govern- 
ments could possibly have pursued. Any 
other decision at this time would probably 
have meant an indefinite continuation of the 
revolution, with the possible necessity for 
later physical intervention, where now it is 
believed moral intervention will suffice. 

Naturally, General Villa, chief of the next 
most powerful faction ,to that headed by 
Carranza, will be dissatisfied with the recog- 
nition of his foremost enemy; but his best 
course will be unquestionably to make 
friends with Carranza and join him in work- 
ing out the big problems involved in the 
restoration and rebuilding of the republic. 
He must know that with the combined in- 
fluence of the American republics against 
him he is absolutely beaten, and that there 
is no hope for him in further fighting. 

Mexico’s great opportunity is now before 
her and every loyal and patriotic Mexican 
will join in the effort to restore and recon- 
struct the country so long and so cruelly 
devastated by the ravages of civil war. 

Retrenchment will be easy to Carranza. 
Not having to reply to ultimatums, he can 
dismiss a dozen stenographers.

All sorts of conjectures have followed 
the resignation of the president of the Car- 
negie Steel company, A. C. Dinkey, and his 
election as president of the Midvale Steel 
company. Some have ventured the opinion 
that the Midvale company expects now to 
enter into intense competition with the 
United States Steel corporation and will be 
the better fortified to maintain such compe- 
tition not merely because Mr. Dinkey is one 
of the ablest steel manufacturers in the 
United States, but also because he is famil- 
iar with the methods and the purposes and 
personnel of the United States Steel cor- 
poration. 

Others have ventured the opinion that Mr. 
Dinkey’s election as president of the Midvale 
and the association with him of E. C. Con- 
verse, who has long been prominent in the 
United States Steel corporation, justifies the 
inference that there may be some close alli- 
ance between the Midvale and the United 
States Steel corporation in cotemplation. 

Those who followed the very interesting 
testimony which was given before the master 
who -was appointed to take it in the pro- 
ceedings brought by the department of 
justice to dissolve the United States Steel 
corporation were much impressed by the 
unanimity of the testimony given by the in- 
dependent steel manufacturers, and especial- 
ly by Charles M. Schwab, which wswevealed 
that while competition is strongly main- 
tained between the Steel corporation and 
independent manufacturers, nevertheless it 
was healthy ¢ompetition conducted upon 
honorable business lines and in full recogni- 
tion of the fact that the steel industries of 
the United States as a whole have certain 
interests in common, which, if maintained, 
serve various independent steel corporations 
and the United States Steel corporation as 
well. 

The circuit court of the United States, 
which decided that the United States Steel 
corporation was not so organized and has 
not been so managed as to be in violation 
of federal statutes, made it clear in its de- 
cision that it had good understanding of a 
certain community of interest in which all 
the steel manufacturers of the United States 
share and which is not inconsistent with in- 
tense, although highly honorable, competi- 
tion. : 

What the Testimony Showed. 

This testimony and the decision of the 
federal court are regarded by leaders in the 
financial district as fully justifying the be- 
lief that whatever may be the plan of the 
new owners of the Midvale and of its new 
president they do not involve, on the one 
hand, ruinous or cut-throat competition with 
the United States Steel corporation or, on 
the other hand, do not point to anything like 
combination or even alliance. 

The late Norman B. Ream, only a few 
months before his death, at a time when he 
was speaking of the policy of the United 
States Steel corporation, declared that none 
of the managers entertained the slightest 
idea of increasing the number of subsidiary 
members. One feature of the fundamental 
philosophy upon which the United States 
Steel corporation is based, Mr. Ream said, 
was the importance of avoiding anything 
that looked like a tendency toward monopo- 
listic control. When the Federal Steel com- 
pany was reorganized, a reorganization, Mr. 
Ream said, which furnished much of the 
inspiration for the organization of the United 
States Steel corporation, there were a num- 
ber of independent steel companies which 
were anxious to be taken in by the reor- 
ganized Federal Steel company, but it was 
thought the wiser part not to take them in. 
Furthermore, Mr. Ream said, it was the prin- 
ciple and policy of the United States Steel 
corporation to maintain competition, but. to 
conduct that competition along lines which 
did not conflict with the laws or sound busi- 
ness policy. :

Bank Clearings Show 
Atlanta Ranks High

Editor Constitution: Let me call attention 
to some significant figures in connection with 
bank clearings for last week. In population, 
according to the census of 1910, Atlanta 
ranks thirty-first among the cities of t™ 
United States, but in bank clearings for last 
week Atlanta ranked sixteenth, having pass- 
ed such cities as New Orleans, Milwaukee, 
Iouisville, Buffalo, St. Paul, Indianapolis, 
Portland and Seattle: and when comparison 
is made with cities approximating Atlanta 
in population the figures are still more in- 
teresting. Atlanta's clearings were almost 
double those of Richmond, about two and 
one-half times those of Nashville, over three 
times those, of Memphis and over six times 
these of Birmingham. And it must not be 
forgotten that Atlanta is getting very lttle 
of the business @due to war conditions, At- 
lanta’s business being practically all normal 
in character. | 

The increase itn clearings as compared 
with last year is no less interesting. Of all 
American cities Atlanta ranks ninth in per- 
centage increase of last week's clearings, as 
compared with the same week a year ago. 

The total figures indicate a wonderful 
recovery in business ail over the country, 
but the showing made by Atlanta in some 
respects is the most remarkable of all, as so 
many of the other large increases are due 
to the abnormal traffic in war supplies. .

AT SON’S RESIDENCE 


| Dr. William M. Baird, one of the best 
known physicians in the south, died 
Sunday at the residence of his son, 
Edward J. Baird, in Baltimore, after 
an illness of several months. 

Several months ago Dr. Baird, be- 
cause of failing health, gave up ac- 
tive practice and retired to his. coun- 
try home on the Marietta car line. Some 
weeks ago he went on a visit to his 
son, and although his friends knew 
that his health was not the best, the 
news of his death came as a shock. 

Dr. Baird came to Atlanta about fif- 
teen years ago to practice medicine. He 
‘was a native of New Jersey and before 
‘coming south he took an active part in 
democratic politics in New Jersey, and 
‘was once speaker of the house of rep- 
resentatives in that state. His prepar- 
atory education was received at Pen- 
‘nington seminary in New Jersey and 
‘his medical education was received at 
the Bellevue Hospital College of New 
York, and he studied under such noted 
men as the late Dr. Janeway and the 
first Austin Flint. 

After completing his studies in pre- 
paratory school, Dr. Baird went west 
in the early seventies and had some 
very interesting experiences. He fought 
the Indians, being wounded in one bat- 
tle, and was in engineering parties

ANGLO-FRENGH BON

ATLANTA'S STRIDES 
FROM DAY TO-DAY 


A remarkable improvement in 
building operations, as well 
througnout the whole country, 
for the month of September, as com- 
pared to September, 1914, in reports 
Sent out by the “American Contractor,” 
of New York city. 

The improvement is due to the tight- 
ening of the money market the tirst 
few months after the outbreak of the 
iuropean war, making it very difficult 
for building schemes to be put under 
way. 

the report shows that Atlanta again 
registered front rank in the south in 
the per cent increase in building 
activity for September Also, there 
were only three cities in the entire 
country reporting larger increases 
than Atlanta. 

The deficit for the first nine months 
of this year, as compared with the cor- 
responding period of 1914, for 65 cities 
reporting to “The American Contract- 
or,’ is only 5 per cent. Atlanta’s deficit 
for the nine months of this year is also 
o per cent. Of the 65 cities reporting, 
46 of them show increases in building 
for September 

The four highest gains in September 
building registered throughout the 
country were as follows: Washington, 
074 per cent; Oklahoma, 351 per cent; 
Dayton, 349 per cent, and Atlanta, 281 
per cent increase.

One firm has tea counters 
in every railway station in England 
‘and tea shops in every town of im- 
portance, with a string in London com- 
of hundreds. These firms or- 
dinarily sell tea at 4 cents a cup, but 
have now raised the price to 5 cents. 
'As there are a hundred cups of tea 
to a pound—-perhaps much more in the 
restaurants where the leaf is boiled in 
soda so as to extract the full strength 
—the increascd profits amount to 
a pound on the 
tariff. 

Tea and tobacco are of course im 
ported products. But the action ot 
the tariff on articles not hitherto taxed, 
so one paper asserts, would be the 
same. A protective tariff on food and 
wearing apparel would merely give the 
producers and handlers a chance to 
raise their profits, it says, 
benefiting labor, while the increased 
| cost of living would force up wages 
‘so that Great Britain could not meet 
foreign competition as she did in the 
days of cheap living.
